IvONDON, June 8 (UP) — Allied armies have "completed success- 
fully*' the first phase of the invasion of France, it was announced 
officially today, and have swung into the battle to destroy German ' 
mobile reserves moved into the assault areas. 

The fighting in Normandy now is spreading, and is especially sav- 
age in many sectors as the Germans throw in more and more armor, 
the latest word at allied supreme headquarters revealed. 

Germany's famous 2Lst panzer division, which the allies destroyed 
scvci'a! times in north Africa and the Mediterranean theater, only 
to find it reformed, now is opposing tlie invasion forces in the Bay- 
Giix-Caon area of Normandy. 

The allies were stviUiug out beyond captured Bayeux in an ap- 
parent attempt to isolate the Cherbourg peninsula and win the big 
])ort at its tip, one of the best in northern France. 

Ail- sources revealed that allied planes already have begun to op- 
erate on airstrips in the assault area, big tran.sports moving in sup- 
I)lies and evacuating casualties. 

The completed first i)hase of the fighting was described officially 
as tlie .securing of a foothold on the continent and the defeat of the 
Gci'nian coastal troops in the assault areas. 

The second, now in progress, is the ehmination of German mobile 
reserves brouglit into the battle zone. The third, still to be fought, is 
the battle against the nazis' strategic reserves which may be moved 
in to counter the invasion forces. 

Engagement of the German strategic reserves "is necessary be- 
fore a material advance can be hoped for," an official summaiT of 
th situation said. 

The battle in France was revealed to liave expanded markedly 
from the original combat area as the Germans threw in masses of 
tanks and crack infantry in an eff oii to stem 
the allied advance before the beachhead be- 
comes a major base and Cherbourg- is cut off.

And here's the pnyoff. The SmUh'.i won't 
buy or build unless they can have at legist 
the first three of these Iniprovomenls. 

Now. where did the Smiths Rel their ldc;is 
for the postwar house? From .stories and ad- 
vertisements, .most of whicli. It turned ont. 
originated outside the bulldlns Intlustry. The 
association cnnva.sscd most of the .soiirres and 
came to these conclusions: 

There Is no basis for ininklnK ihiU the 
Smiths will have the '■rcvoliittonury liiiprove- 
mcnts" they want at the itnic they expect 
thom, or at the price they want to pay. Some 
of the new materials are now on the market, 
but at the present sVage «( ilpvffloiimcin. most 
of them arc more expensive tlmn the tradl- 
tlona! materials. None are avnilahle In lower- 
priced dwellings. 

prcnms of such things as electronic conklnR 
nnd heating are groundle.ss nt present; oilier 
innovations seem destined tor nn evolutionary 
growth over a period of years. 

Ail this Is Important, since the bulldlnR In- 
dustry offer.^ one of the most hopeful sources 
of Immediate postwar Job opportunities. But 
there will be no healthy ■•boom" If a disillu- 
sioned public, misled by Impractical prophct.1 
ol quick miracles, Ihlnks It's tielng cheated. 

It's better that the Smiths face the lcs5 
glamorous facLs and redesign their dreams — 
then go right ahead with their building plans. 



- VISION TESTS von DUlVKItS 

The Belter Vision Instlliitc Is talilng a 
severely critical look at proposed legislation 
for a system of express hlEl'ways linking 
American cities. Tlie highways would have 
a minimum speed limit of 75 miles an hour 
and the institute feels that many drivers 
haven't good enouEh vision to operate cars 
at that speed. 

It cites the recent recommendations of 
Prof, A. R. Laucr of Iowa Stale college that 
unrestricted driving licenses .should be given 
-only-to those having 2ll.-30-\'laioii-ln-on6-cyo,- 
or 20/40 In both. For drivers with less than 
20/100 vision, he would lmpo;r a speed limit 
of 25 miles an hour. 

It seems to us that the Institute Is thinking 
along sensible lines. Most slates now lest 
drivers for mechanical ability, and test brakes 
for safety. In many sinlcs, too, "drunk- 
omelet" test findings are admissible, as evi- 
dence. But too little care has been given lo 
bad vision, which is certainly a cause of 
many accidents, 

A consideration of this added safely meas- 
ure should be part of a national program 
aimed at reducing our appilUng tialllc toll 
when normal driving Is resumed.
